‘Treasurer’s Teport. 
eg et 


In submitting his annual report, the Treasurer congratulates the 
tax-payers of the town that they have made a substantial reduction 


of indebtedness under somewhat adverse circumstances. 


The unusually large expense the current winter in keeping high- 
ways in a passable condition has called for a large sum of money 


beyond the average. 


It would seem advisable to make larger appropriations in this 


direction, to be used, if needed. 


Money voted for other purposes is necessarily taken for a use for 
which it was not voted, and in this manner is liable to cause a de- 


ficiency, where ample provision had been intelligently made. 


It is easy to make close estimates of many of the appropriations 
needed for ordinary town expense in advance, excepting, perhaps, 


the friction of snow storms, freshets, and lawyers. 
These are dispensations which possess uncertain values. 


Liberal provision for the one part, and a discreet neglect of 
the other, appears to be the only prudent solution of one of the 


most perplexing problems in the management of town matters. 


The series of bonds maturing May 1, 1888, are substantially 
protected by cash in the treasury, and funds in the Franklin and 


Iona Savings Banks.

It will be proper to create a sinking fund to meet the obligations 
falling due May, 1893, viz: $5,100. If such a course is thought 
advisable, twelve hundred dollars yearly, for four years, at 4 per 


cent. would provide such amount beyond a reasonable question. 


If there should be, from any cause, a deficiency, the town, with 


its unquestioned standing and credit, could easily secure a loan. 


The growth and prosperity of Northfield, its rapid increase in tax- 
able property and the addition of manufacturing property as well, 
in the near future to the inventory, will keep down the per cent. of 


taxation as low as in surrounding towns. 


The same regard to economy, and the same skill and honesty of 
purpose that have prevailed for twenty years, will in a short period 
of time extinguish the small amount of indebtedness now existing, 
at a very moderate rate of taxation and leave a balance to the right 


side in the treasury.

In making this, our second annual report, to the Union School 
District, we will first say that the school has been fortunate in se- 
curing the same popular Principal as of last year, Mr. George M. 
Clough. He has more than made good his splendid record of last 
year, kept up his almost perfect discipline, and increased the interest 
of the pupils. He has worked hard and put in long hours, the good 
result of which will be attested to by those who have taken interest 
in the progress of the scholars, and know the high standing of the 
graduating class of ’88. We will venture to say that, in the future, 
this class may be equaled, but we doubt its being excelled. 


The Intermediate and Second Primary Schools have been taught 
by the same teachers as last year, Mrs. G. M. Clough, and Miss M. 
I. Lyford. In both of these departments the same high standing 
has been maintained, if not eclipsed, that called out such emphatic 
approval last year. 


In the first Primary department a change of teachers took place 
after the first term, which was taught by Miss Annie O. Drake, and 
the vacancy was filled by the engagement of Miss Nettie M. Mc 
Questen, who has allowed no retrograde movement to take place. 
—Not an easy task, after so able a teacher as Miss Drake.

By this change we introduced singing, which has increased the 
interest of the little ones, and given them much pleasure. Miss Me 
Questen has been handsomely supported by Miss Lyford, and the 
“Singing Class”. became a pronounced success. It has been so ar- 
ranged that the study hours have not been disturbed, thus avoiding 
any complaint that might come from those who did not care to sing, 
or might object, if it interfered with study hours. 


Grading and repairing has been done within the appropriation. 
The school, unfortunately, was brought to an abrupt terminaton, by 
the prevalence of measles, the principal, G. M. Clough, being one 
of the victims. However, we have been more fortunate than many 
schools about us. We have had 32 weeks of school; more than 
the average, but little enough, ‘as we believe. 


Parents of children must take more interest in this school and 
see that more money is raised to enable the Board of Education to 
engage a competent male teacher as Principal. No competent 
teacher can be engaged for the sum of money we have been paying. 
Mr. Clough was induced to accept, because he intended to make 
teaching his profession ; and, to be Principal, he gave up a far better 
offer to teach a smaller school. The result has been, that he has 
been offered a much larger salary by those who have seen his 
adaptability and capability to manage a large school. Why are we 
not entitled to have a thorough teacher, and get good results ? 


Will the voters make a memorandum of this point? 


Another very important point we wish to draw your special atten- 
tion to, viz ; a very few children have been very troublesome, and 
seemed intent upon running the school as they chose and retarding 
the great majority of the pupils ; this we have refused to allow, re- 
gardless of the “backing up” of the parents of these children, who 
are unable to govern their children at home, and will not allow them 
to be corrected at school. . 


These children have been allowed to remain with their parents, 
after the parents have most shamefully abused the teacher for carry- 
ing out the views of the Board, and the result has been that har- 
mony has existed, and the school has swept on in its progressive 
policy. Will you please note this fact, also, the fact that these very

same parents figure in a petition handed in to the Board, to prepare 
a “Check List” of all voters in the district, claiming that illegal 
voting had taken place, and other slurs upon the honest voters of 
our district. One of the agrieved parties appeared before the Board 
in a beastly state of intoxication, and preferred charges of a most 
rediculous nature. 


The “‘Agrieved 
Parents” however can be counted on one hand, the balance signed 
as petitioners generally sign, without much thought, and are as pro- 
gressive as any voters we have.

In compliance with customary regulations, we submit to you the 
following brief report of the schools in town, embracing all, but 
designating no particular school or teacher. 


It would be folly to assert that our schools were equally success- 
ful, some being far superior to others, while we consider none an 
entire failure. ! 


Notice, in the table of statistics the difference in the number of 
absent and tardy marks in the first and second terms of the same 
schools, when under the dicipline of different teachers. This may 
not be wholly the fault of the teacher,—parents being partially ac- 


countable for the small number on the list of perfect attendance. 


We have endeavored to invest our small amount of school money 
in the most useful and economical manner, and we hope our efforts 


have met with your approval.
